I havo seen, says Natair, a. guinea- 


pig, after finding no place of exit from 
the cage, quietly settle itself down m 
the midst ot tho coils of au Australian 
constrictor, shut its eyea, and go to sleep. 
Ten minutes afterward the snake had 
moved and the guinea-pig was washing 
its faco with its paws. 
Not once, but a 


dozen times, a rabbit has nibbled the nose 
of a Kiver Jack viper (\wij>era rhiitos- 
f f,o.siiiia pretty inquiring way, heed- 
less oi the strong blown the reptile 
would administer with his snout to the 
iuipeihneiit investigator oi that queer- 
lookiiiK object. For inlly ten minutes 
one dav, a rabbit sat gaziugattlie poised 
and threatening head of a puft adder 
now aud then reaching forward to smell 
the reptilo'H nose, and anon sitting on its 
hind legs to wash its eurs, and again re- 
turning to the "fascinating" object of 
its inquiries. 
If, during that time, the 


rabbit had fallen into the state of trance, 
it was so soon released from that condi- 
tion aa to be able to attend to its own 
comtort and busy itself about its toilet. 
The birds bhow no more recognition 
than the other auimalb, of the dangerous 
position in which they are placed. We 
see them hopping about on the snakes, 
aud picking lu.tily at their scales; sitting 
on the branches preening their leathers 
and behaving themselves just as though 
no such dreadful (or pleasing V) sensa 
lion as " fascination" was possible. 1 
saw once a sparrow perched upon tho 
body of a snake twisted round a brand 
and pro-niug itself. By and by a con 
strictor crept up slowly, touched the bm 
TMtl, its nose, and then threw the trash 
iiiK tolds around it. The deliberate ap 
proiu-h oi tho snake and the unconsciou 
attitude of the sparrow, concerned abou 
its private affairs, would have staggere 
an ordinary believer in "fascination 
1 havo closely watched the behavior of 
snakes intent on feeding. It may be a 
sudden rush, when the victim has no 
time to see its enemy, or the gradual, 
lazv advance of the reptile; m either 
case the doomed victims betray no sus- 
picion of danger, at least so far as I have 
been able to ascertain, after passing some 
hundreds ot hours contemplating the 
snakes in the unequoled representative 
collection of the Zoological Society.

Narrow Escape of the Bond Priso- 
ners from a Real Hanging. 


The Feeling of Hie People and How Hie 


Prisoners Act and Look. 


On Sunday a REPUBLICAN commissioner 


visited Taylorville, which came near being 
the scene of a triple lynching bee on 
Friday night. The town was found void 
of any degree of excitement, and only 
a few uon-resideuta were in the place. 
About the streets here aud there were 
small knots of people conversing quietly 
about the act« of the would-be lynchers 
on Friday night. The expressions, in the 
main, were a belief that Montgomery, 
Pettis nnd dementi are guilty, and a few 
of the gosaipere intimated that they re- 
gretted the mob had not gone ahead and 
strung up the prisoners. It was consid- 
ered a farcical act on the part of the 
lynchimg crowd to attempt to force a con 
fession from the prisoners by threateninj 
them with death.
